To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  Services  for  Dewsbury  for  the  year  1965. 

Statistics. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  population  of  the 
town  at  mid  1965  at  53,320,  a decrease  of  170  on  the  previous 
year’s  figure.  The  natural  increase  in  the  population  (that  is 
the  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths)  during  the  year  was  155. 

Live  births  registered  were  918  comprised  of  486  males 
and  432  females.  Of  this  number  85  or  9.25%  were  illegitimate 
as  compared  with  72  or  7.2%  in  1964.  The  birth  rate  for  the 
year  was  17.2  compared  with  18.6  for  the  previous  year. 
The  corrected  live  birth  rate  was  18.2  and  the  national  figure 
was  18.1. 

The  still  birth  rate  was  10.8  per  1,000  total  live  and  still 
births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.8. 

The  crude  Death  Rate  of  14.3  per  1,000  population  was 
above  the  national  rate  of  11.5  and  an  increase  on  the  town’s 
1964  death  rate  of  13.7.  The  heaviest  mortality  was  caused 
by  the  group  of  diseases  of  the  heart,  of  which  coronary 
disease  alone  accounted  for  169  deaths  or  22%  of  the  total 
of  763  deaths  from  all  causes.  There  was  a slight  decrease 
on  last  year  in  deaths  due  to  cancer  (all  forms),  this  year  there 
were  110  deaths  compared  with  118  last  year  giving  a death  rate 
of  2.1  per  1,000  population,  and  causing  15.0%  of  the  deaths 
from  all  causes.  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system  was 
the  cause  of  five  deaths  giving  a death  rate  of  0.09  per  1,000 
population. 

Out  of  a total  of  763  deaths,  540,  i.e.,  71%  were  of  persons 
over  65  years  of  age.  Deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  totalled 
29  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  31.  Of  these  deaths  6 
died  in  the  first  day  of  life  and  15  within  the  first  week.  9 of 
the  infant  deaths  were  associated  with  prematurity,  and  of 
these  9 premature  baby  deaths  6 died  within  24  hours  and  a 
further  3 within  one  week.  Of  these  9 babies  who  died  4 
weighed  less  than  3 lbs.  4 ozs.  at  birth  and  3 between  3 lbs.  4 ozs. 
and  4 lbs.  6 ozs. 


Minor  Services  for  the  Elderly. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I referred  to  a scheme  which  had 
just  been  introduced  and  was  named  “Minor  Services  for  the 
Elderly.’’  In  brief,  the  scheme  provided  for  daily  visits 
for  5 days  each  week  to  certain  elderly  persons  by  a helper 
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who  would  look  after  3 such  persons  during  3 hours  each 
day.  At  each  household  such  assistance  as  lighting  fires, 
bringing  up  fuel,  preparation  of  meals,  shopping,  pension 
collecting  and  other  small  items  of  service  would  be  performed. 
It  has  now  been  in  operation  for  over  a full  year  and  like  most 
new  schemes  went  through  a period  of  ‘teething  ’ troubles. 
I am  especially  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  service 
is  now  functioning  well  and  obviously  supplying  a much  needed 
requirement  of  many  elderly  persons.  To  quote  from  my 
Home  Help  Organiser’s  report  : — “Many  of  the  patients 
have  said  the  daily  visit  is  ‘worth  its  weight  in  gold’  and  one 
patient  commented  that  she  felt  as  though  ‘someone  does  care 
about  me  after  all.’  ’’  At  present  approximately  80  elderly 
persons  are  receiving  this  type  of  help. 


Services  and  Other  Matters. 

Full  and  Comprehensive  information  on  all  the  services 
and  other  matters  of  interest  is  to  be  found  in  the  body  of  the 
report  and  I trust  it  will  be  read  with  interest  as  it  gives  a good 
reflection  of  the  health  of  the  town  as  a whole.

In  1965,  the  number  of  live  births  was  918,  78  less  than  in 
1964,  giving  a birth  rate  of  17*2  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  the  previous  year’s  rate  of  18*6. 

The  corrected  birth  rate  (Registrar  General's  area  compara- 
bility factor  1 .06)  was  18.2  and  the  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  18.0  per  1,000  population  for  1965.

The  follovidng  table  shows  that  of  the  65  premature  infants 
born  during  1965,  10  are  known  to  have  died  before  reaching 
their  first  birthday,  11  are  known  to  have  survived  to  one 

year  of  age,  and  44  are  alive  but  less  than  one  year  of  age  at  1st 
April,  1966. 
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Congenital  Malformations. 

From  the  1st  January,  1964,  the  Registrar  General  re- 
quested a monthly  return  on  a standard  form  of  all  the  children 
found  at  birth  with  congenital  malformations.  The  informa- 
tion required  is  obtained  by  the  use  of  a modified  birth  noti- 
fication form  and  co-operation  from  the  maternity  hospitals 
and  midwives  has  been  excellent.  When  doubt  has  arisen  as  to 
the  correct  classification  of  congenital  malformation  further  in- 
formation has  been  sought  from  the  general  practitioners  or 
hospital  concerned.  During  the  year  25  live  births  (12  males  and 
13  females  ( and  2 stillbirths  (1  male  and  1 female)  showed  con- 
genital malformations  at  birth.  If  necessary  children  with 
congenital  malformations  are  put  on  the  “At  Risk"  Register  and 
such  children  receive  extra  supervision  by  the  doctors  and  health 
visitors. 

Medical  Examinations. 

During  1965  a total  of  340  medical  examinations  were 
carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Department.  247 
of  these  were  for  Corporation  employees  who  were  either  enter- 
ing the  service  or  were  due  to  pay  superannuation  contributions 
after  the  qualifying  period.  10  examinations  were  done  for 
outside  authorides,  57  candidates  for  teachers’  training 
colleges  were  medically  examined  prior  to  their  being  accepted 
by  the  colleges,  and  10  persons  were  examined  on  taking  up 
appointments  as  teachers.

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Occupations. 

The  chief  occupations  in  Dewsbury  are  in  the  woollen  trade 
and  its  associated  industries;  rags  and  shoddy,  coal  mining, 
distributive  trades,  dyeing  and  cleaning  and  road  transport 
(passenger  and  goods).  Female  labour  is  very  important  in  the 
heavy  woollen  industry  of  which  Dewsbury  is  the  principal  centre 
and  there  is  a high  percentage  of  married  women  workers,  em- 
ployed. Dewsbury,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  West  Riding 
has  not  had  any  unemployment  problem  during  the  year. 


HOUSING.

Health  of  Children. 

Prevention  of  break  up  of  families. 

During  the  year  under  review  10  meetings  were  held  under 
the  Chairmanship  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  deal  with 
this  subject  and  to  continue  with  the  work  that  was  done  in  the 
previous  year.  The  meetings  are  attended  by  a representative 
of  the  Town  Clerk,  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer,  Superintendent 
Nursing  Officer,  a senior  lady  Housing  Inspector,  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
Inspector,  a Mental  Welfare  Officer,  the  Senior  National  Assist- 
ance Officer,  the  Children’s  Officer,  a Probation  Officer,  the  Chief 
Officer  of  Welfare  Services  and  an  Education  Department 
Welfare  Officer. 

18  new  cases  were  discussed  and  helped  during  1965  in 
addition  to  15  cases  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1964. 
1 1 cases  were  taken  off  the  register  as  no  longer  needing  help 
because  of  the  improvement  which  had  been  effected  or  because 
they  had  removed  to  another  area.  At  the  end  of  1965  there 
remained  on  the  register  22  cases  stiU  under  discussion.  Some  of 
these  cases  represent  the  ‘hard  core'  of  problem  families  and  are 
with  us  year  after  year,  necessitating  a continuous  watch  on 
behalf  of  the  children  who  are  often  the  victims  of  the  indolence 
and  ignorance  of  their  parents.

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WATER. 

Mr.  D.  E.  Strachan,  Water  Engineer,  has  kindly  supplied 
the  following  details  of  the  public  water  supply  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1965. 

Dewsbury  County  Borough  received  water  in  1965  in  bulk 
from  three  sources,  namely: — 

(1)  The  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Waterworks  Board.  66%. 

(2)  Bradford  Corporation,  18%. 

(3)  The  Calder  Dale  Water  Board  (Halifax)  16%. 

Dewsbury  Corporation  is  not  responsible  for  production  and 
treatment  of  the  Bradford  and  Calder  Dale  Board  supplies,  but  is 
indirectly  responsible  in  that  respect  for  the  Dewsbury  and 
Heckmondwike  Waterworks  Board  supply,  being  the  larger 
partner  in  that  Board. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  source  of  supply  or  method 
of  distribution.  New  mains  have  been  laid  in  Grasmere  Road, 
Nixon  Close  and  Pennine  Road  Estate.  Mains  relaid  in  various 
places  including  Heckmondwike  Road,  Cemetery  Road,  Church 
Lane,  Francis  Road,  Battye  Street,  Chidswell  Lane,  High 
Street,  Westtown  and  Northstead  Road.  A considerable  length 
of  the  new  15  in.  main  from  Brighouse  to  Foxroyd  Reservoirs 
has  been  laid. 

All  houses  in  the  area,  except  for  a few  isolated  cottages,  are 
supplied  direct  from  the  Public  Water  Mains  to  the  houses,  with 
no  standpipe  supplies. 

There  were  no  restrictions  on  the  use  of  water  during  the 
year. 

The  rate  of  consumption  per  person  in  1965  was  34  • 7 gallons 
per  head  per  day  for  domestic  and  unmeasured  trade  purposes 
and  27-6  gallons  per  head  per  day  for  measured  trade  supplies. 
The  chemical  analysis  of  the  waters  supplied  to  the  consumers  do 
not  show  the  water  to  have  any  liability  to  plumbo-solvent 
action.  No  contamination  has  taken  place  nor  has  any  been 
suspected.  The  Dewsbury  and  Heckmondwike  Waterworks 
Board  water  is  treated  with  lime  and  chloride  and  is  still 
unfiltered.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Mr.  G.  J.  Drummond,  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has 
kindly  supplied  the  following  information  with  regard  to  the 
sewerage  system  : — 

The  whole  sewerage  system  of  the  Borough  is  under  con- 
stant inspection  and  maintenance,  and  during  the  year  various 
sections  were  cleaned  out.

Mr.  C.  L.  N.  Cree,  Sewage  Works  Manager,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  information  : — 

The  main  sewage  treatment  works,  situated  at  Mitchell 
Laithes,  deals  with  Domestic  Sewage  and  Trade  Waste  Waters 
from  the  County  Borough  of  Dewsbury,  the  Borough  of  Batley, 
the  Urban  District  of  Mirfield  and  part  of  the  sewage  from  the 
Borough  of  Ossett,  which  formerly  received  treatment  at  their 
Healey  Sewage  Works.  The  population  of  the  area  draining 
to  the  works  is  104,083.  The  total  volume  of  sewage  treated 
amounted  to  3,486  million  gallons,  equal  to  an  average  daily 
flow  of  9,552,000  gallons.  Sludge  and  solid  matter  removed 
from  the  sewage  in  treatment  was  63,865  tons. 

The  system  of  treatment  includes  primary  sedimentation, 
fully  automated  2 stage  biological  filtration  together  with 
recirculation  of  effluent,  intermediate  and  secondary  sedi- 
mentation. Effluent  is  discharged  to  the  River  Calder.  Not- 
withstanding the  heavy  o'/erloading  of  the  treatment  plant 
it  has  been  possible  to  effect  a purification  figure  of  78.2%. 

The  unique  partial  double  filtration  system  of  treatment 
originally  evolved  in  the  Mitchell  Laithes  Laboratory  has  proved 
extremely  successful  on  works  scale  maintaining  an  effluent 
within  the  limits  of  the  interim  standards  set  by  the  Yorkshire 
Ouse  and  Hull  River  Authority.  Pilot  scale  expermental 
work  indicated  that  this  system  of  treatment  should  increase 
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the  biochemical  activity  in  the  filter  beds  such  that  the  Bio- 
chemical Oxygen  Demand  to  be  removed  would  require  0.55 
lbs.  oxygen  per  cubic  yard  of  filter  media  per  day.  In  practice 
the  removal  of  0.75  lbs.  Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand  per  cubic 
yard  per  day  has  been  achieved.  This  means  that  the  culture 
of  organisms  effecting  treatment  at  Mitchell  Laithes  Sewage 
Works  use  over  14  tons  of  oxygen  per  day. 

Construction  work  on  extensions  to  the  Biological  Filter 
beds,  Primary  and  Secondary  sedimentation  tanks,  Sludge 
Digestion  plant  and  new  Administration  and  Laboratory  block 
will  commence  in  the  near  future  followed  at  a later  stage  by 
new  pumping  station  and  storm  sewage  treatment  works. 

Ravensthorpe  Sewage  Works  deals  with  domestic  sewage  and 
trade  wastes  from  the  Ravensthorpe  part  of  the  County  Borough. 
Population  draining  to  the  works  is  5,966.  The  volume  of  sewage 
treated  amounted  to  389  million  gallons,  equal  to  a daily  average 

flow  of  1,067  gallons.  The  system  of  treatment  is  primary  sedi- 
mentation, single  filtration  and  secondary  sedimentation.  Excess 
flows  are  passed  on  to  Mitchell  Laithes. 

Deterioration  of  the  fabric  of  the  Ravensthorpe  Works 
has  continued  and  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  achieve 
interim  River  Board  Standards.  It  is  intended  that  the  main 
sewer  should  be  eventually  connected  to  Mitchell  Laithes  and 
the  Ravensthorpe  treatment  works  closed  down  rather  than 
face  the  cost  of  reconstruction  and  considerable  extension. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  information  in  this  section  has  been  kindly  contributed 
by  Mr.  M.  Lovett,  O.B.E.,  Pollution  Prevention  Officer,  York- 
shire Ouse  and  Hull  River  Authority,  Leeds. 

The  Yorkshire  Ouse  and  Hull  River  Authority  is  responsbile 
for  dealing  with  matters  relating  to  river  pollution  prevention, 
land  drainage,  fisheries  and  water  resources  in  the  River  Calder 
watershed.  As  from  1st  April,  1965,  the  Authority  took  over 
the  functions  of  the  former  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board  (along 
with  those  of  the  former  Hull  and  East  Yorkshire  River  Board) 
and  is  also  responsible  for  new  functions  relating  to  water 
conservation,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Water 
Resources  Act,  1963. 

The  River  Calder  and  its  tributaries  receive  along  their 
lengths,  the  effluents  from  an  almost  unbroken  chain  of  sewage 
works  and  trade  premises.  Ihe  problem  of  preventing  pollution 
in  the  middle  and  lower  reaches  of  the  river  is  complicated  by 
the  relative  smallness  of  the  normal  flow  in  the  river  in  relation 
to  the  volume  of  effluents  discharged.  As  measured  at  Kirk- 
thorpe  Weir,  Wakefield,  the  normal  flow  in  the  river  is  about 
95  million  gallons  per  day.  At  that  point,  at  least  one-third 
of  the  normal  flow  of  water  in  the  river  can  be  accounted  for  as 
effluent  from  sewage  works.  In  addition,  treated  trade  effluents 
amounting  to  several  millions  of  gallons  per  day  are  discharged 
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to  the  river  and  its  tributaries,  so  that  normally  the  amount 
of  used  water  in  the  river  is  often  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the 
total  flow,  this  being  exclusive  of  the  use  of  virtually  the  whole 
of  the  normal  flow  in  the  river  for  cooling  purposes  by  the  various 
electricity  generating  stations  between  Elland  and  Wakefield. 

As  in  1964,  in  the  latter  months  of  the  year  the  river  was 
in  full  spate  on  a number  of  occasions.  There  were  no  serious 
drought  conditions  during  the  year. 

The  River  Authority  is  of  the  opinion,  as  was  the  former 
River  Board,  that  in  an  area  such  as  the  Calder  Valley  the  most 
efficient  and  economical  means  of  dealing  with  trade  effluents 
is  usually  by  discharging  them,  where  practicable,  to  the  public 
sewers,  for  treatment  at  the  sewage  works  of  the  local  authorities. 

The  Dewsbury  Corporation  continues  to  co-operate  in 
furthering  this  policy,  and  in  this  connection  there  have  been 
discussions  during  the  year  with  the  North  Eastern  Gas  Board, 
in  respect  of  trade  effluents  from  the  new  large  gas-producing 
plant  at  Dewsbury.  Although  the  discussions  had  not  been 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be 
possible  for  the  parties  to  reach  agreement.  Virtually  all  trade 
effluents  produced  at  present  within  the  County  Borough  and 
in  the  adjacent  areas  of  Batley,  Mirfield  and  Healey  (Ossett 
B.)  continue  to  receive  treatment  at  the  Corporation’s  sewage 
works. 

As  was  hoped,  commissioning  towards  the  end  of  1964 
of  the  double  filtration  equipment  (including  permanent 
facilities  for  the  recirculation  of  final  effluent)  at  the  Mitchell 
Laithes  sewage  works,  not  only  prevented  further  deterioration 
in  the  quality  of  the  effluent  but  in  fact  resulted  in  a moderate 
improvement  in  conditions  generally.  Although  it  was  not 
possible  to  begin  constructional  operations  on  further  extensions 
to  the  works  during  the  year,  to  render  them  capable  of  dealing 
effectively  with  the  much  stronger  trade  sewage  which  con- 
tinues to  reach  them,  a Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment investigation  was  held  into  these  proposals  in  November, 
1964,  and  a decision  is  awaited. 

The  Ravensthorpe  sewage  works  continue  to  be  operated 
as  efficiently  as  possible  in  the  circumstances,  and  the  effluent 
has  been  reasonably  satisfactory.  Although  the  structural 
condition  of  the  works  continues  to  give  cause  for  concern, 
it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  keep  them  in  operation  until 
the  scheme  to  divert  the  Ravensthorpe  sewage  to  the  Mitchell 
Laithes  works  can  be  implemented. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  interim  conditions 
of  consent  imposed  in  March,  1965,  under  the  Rivers  (Preven- 
tion of  Pollution)  Act,  1961,  in  respect  of  the  effluents  from  the 
Mitchell  Laithes  and  Ravensthorpe  works,  have  been  consistently 
complied  with. 
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There  has  been  little  change  in  the  condition  of  the  Spen 
River  as  it  enters  Dewsbury  County  Borough  area.  Experi- 
mental work  has  continued  throughout  the  year  at  Spenborough 
in  an  endeavour  to  find  the  most  efficient  basis  for  future  bio- 
logical plant  at  the  main  sewage  works.  Quite  a marked  im- 
provement has  however  been  achieved  at  times  of  storm  at  the 
main  works,  as  a result  of  modifications  in  the  use  of  certain 
sections  of  the  plant.  Further  progress  has  been  made  with 
regard  to  exercising  effective  control  over  the  trade  effluents 
discharged  to  the  Spenborough  sewerage  system.  It  is  again 
disappointing  that  circumstances  did  not  permit  a start  being 
made  on  the  scheme  to  extend  and  modernise  the  North  Bierley 
sewage  works  of  Bradford  Corporation.  Although  a Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  hearing  was  held  in  Septem- 
ber, 1964,  in  connection  with  these  proposals  and  an  associated 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order,  no  decision  had  been  announced 
by  theend  of  the  year.  Implementation  of  this  scheme,  and  that 
for  the  renovation  of  the  Spenborough  works,  will  eventually 
result  in  a marked  improvement  in  the  river  as  it  enters  Dews- 
bury County  Borough. 

Although  all  major  trade  effluents  (with  the  exception 
of  those  from  a colliery  and  a ready-mixed  concrete  batching 
plant)  in  the  watershed  of  the  Batley  Beck  are  now  connected 
to  the  public  sewers,  regular  inspections  continue  to  be  carried 
out,  to  ensure  that  no  unwarranted  ‘emergency’  discharges  of 
prolonged  duration  are  made  to  the  Beck. 

It  is  understood  that  consideration  is  being  given  by  Batley 
Corporation  to  the  preparation  of  a scheme  which  will  facilitate 
the  abandoning  of  the  obsolete  storm  sewage  tanks  at  Batley, 
and  the  passage  forward  of  prescribed  flows  to  the  Dewsbury 
sewerage  system.  Implementation  of  the  scheme  will  be 
in  accordance  with  the  broad  principles  contained  in  the  Agree- 
ment drawn  up  between  Batley  Corporation  and  Dewsbury 
Corporation  in  1949,  and  will  result  in  a further  improvement 
in  the  condition  of  the  Batley  Beck  in  wet  weather. 

The  condition  of  the  Smithies  Beck  (the  upper  reaches  of 
the  Batley  Beck)  coninues  to  be  impaired  by  the  discharge 
of  mine  water  (over  which  the  River  Authority  has  no  juris- 
diction). The  condition  of  the  Pildacre  Beck  has  been  generally 
satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  as  also  has  that  of  the 
Chickenley  Beck. 

The  river  at  Brighouse  and  upstream  continues  to  support 
fish-life,  and  good  catches  continue  to  be  reported.  There 
has  been  no  change  in  the  general  condition  of  the  middle 
reaches  of  the  river  during  the  year,  and  the  River  Authority 
have  been  gravely  concerned  that  a start  was  not  made  during 
the  year  on  the  final  stages  of  the  Huddersfield  Corporation’s 
Scheme  for  providing  improved  sewage  treatment  facilities. 
Assurances  have  however  been  received  that  this  work  will 
proceed  without  delay  during  1966. 
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Hopes  of  a decision  in  respect  of  a scheme  for  the  re- 
construction of  the  Holmfirth  sewage  works,  to  facilitate 
acceptance  of  effluents  from  trade  premises  in  the  Holme 
Valley  into  the  Council’s  sewerage  system,  failed  to  come  to 
fruition,  owing  to  alternative  proposals  being  considered. 
A further  disappointment  to  the  River  Authority  was  that, 
for  various  reasons,  a final  decision  was  not  reached  during 
the  year  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
on  the  alternative  schemes  for  dealing  with  the  sewage  and 
trade  effluents  of  Sowerby  Bridge  Urban  District  in  a joint 
scheme  with  either  the  Luddenden  Foot  Joint  Sewerage  Board 
ro  the  Halifax  Corporation.  However,  the  Minister’s  decision 
to  authorise  loan  sanction  to  the  scheme  prepared  by  the  Halifax 
Corporation  for  the  reconstruction  and  extension  of  the  Halifax 
sewage  works,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £lf  million,  is  warmly 
welcomed. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  — 1965 
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Cleansing  Superintendent  and  Transport  Manager. 
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PUBLIC  BATHS. 

Mr.  F.  Whitham,  Baths  Manager  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  information: — 

The  Baths  are  situated  in  Old  Westgate  and  were  opened  in 
June,  1896.  They  comprise,  two  Swimming  pools,  eighteen 
Slipper  baths,  Turkish,  Zotofoam  and  Aeratone  baths,  and  an 
Establishment  laundry. 

Engineering  Section. 

In  this  section  there  are  2 Cornish  steam  boilers  each  72 
years  old,  a large  copper  storage  calorifier  capable  of  giving  2,000 
gallons  of  hot  water  per  hour,  a steam  calorifier  used  for  main- 
taining the  swimming  baths  water  to  a temperature  of  76°  F., 
a steam  calorifier  to  provide  the  space  heating  to  the  Central 
Library,  2 air  scoured  filters  for  filtering  the  water  from  the 
swimming  pools,  chemical  feeding  plant  and  a chlorinator,  this 
latter  was  installed  this  year. 

The  laundry  plant  consists  of  a rotary  washing  machine, 
hydro  extractor,  power  mangle  and  drying  chamber. 

Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  two  swimming  pools  each  75'  x24'  with  the  depth 
from  3'  to  6',  the  capacity  of  each  bath  is  52,500  gallons  of  water. 
The  first  class  bath  is  used  for  mixed  bathing  every  day  and  for 
swimming  galas.  The  second  class  bath  is  used  as  the  instruc- 
tional bath  for  school  classes  and  for  single  sex  bathing  after 
school  hours. 

The  water  from  both  pools  undergoes  constant  treatment  to 
maintain  a high  standard  of  clarity  and  purity. 

Regular  tests  are  carried  out  during  the  day  to  check  that 
the  correct  ph  value,  alkalinity  and  free  chlorine  residual  are 
maintained. 

Slipper  Baths. 

There  are  12  slipper  baths  for  men  and  6 for  women.  Very 
good  use  is  still  being  made  of  these  facilities  in  particular  by  the 
coloured  people. 

Old  age  pensioners  are  allowed  free  baths  during  mid-week 
and  regular  use  is  made  of  this  concession,  over  900  bathers  were 
recorded  during  the  year. 

Turkish,  Foam  and  Aeratone  Baths. 

These  baths  are  well  used  and  the  number  of  bathers  con- 
tinue to  increase.

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT

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CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 
ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. 

There  are  three  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  County  Borough 
administered  by  the  Corporation,  these  are  situated  at  Moor- 
lands Maternity  Hospital,  Thornhill  Council  Offices,  and  Heaton 
Lodge,  Earlsheaton. 

Ante-natal  care  is  available  at  these  clinics  for  patients 
resident  in  Dewsbury  and  in  bordering  areas  who  are  going  to 
be  confined  at  home  and  those  who  have  been  booked  for  delivery 
in  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital.  Some  Dewsbury  residents  are 
confined  to  Staincliffe  General  Hospital,  which  administers  its 
own  ante-natal  clinic. 

Blood  tests  are  carried  out  at  the  Corporation  clinics,  and 
immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  available. 

Short  talks,  demonstrations  and  film  shows  on  various 
health  topics  are  given  to  patients  attending  Earlsheaton  and 
Thornhill  ante-natal  clinics.  Orange  juice,  cod  liver  oil,  and 
vitamin  tablets  are  also  on  sale  at  these  two  clinics.  During 
1965,  208  sessions  were  held  by  the  Authority’s  doctors  and 
148  sessions  by  Hospital  doctors. 

POST-NATAL  CLINICS 

A post-natal  clinic  administered  by  the  Corporation  is  held 
once  a month  at  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital.  It  is  attended 
by  Dewsbury  residents  who  have  been  confined  either  at  home  or 
at  Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital.  11  sessions  were  by  the 
Authority’s  doctors  and  13  sessions  by  Hospital  doctors. 

Premature  Baby  Clinic. 

This  clinic  is  held  twice  a month  at  Moorlands  and  is  in  the 
charge  of  the  Consultant  Paediatrician.  A Senior  Health  Visitor 
attends  the  clinic,  where  all  premature  babies  born  in  the  area  are 
referred,  together  with  any  baby  who  has  been  ill  in  hospital  or 
any  baby  who  has  any  abnormality.  An  average  of  15  babies 
attend  at  each  session.

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INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS. 

The  table  on  page  45  gives  details  of  the  attendances  at 
each  of  the  Corporation's  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  number  of  infants  attending  for  the  first  time  under 
one  year  of  age  was  91%  of  the  number  of  infants  born  during 
the  year  (live  births) . The  clinics  are  well  patronised  and  during 
the  year  1,930  children  attended  them.  This  is  an  increase  of 
52  children  on  the  previous  year’s  figure. 

The  amount  of  milk  foods  of  all  types  sold  at  the  clinics 
during  the  year  was  31,102  lbs.  compared  with  33,172  lbs.  in 
1964  and  31,446  lbs.  in  1963.

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HEARING  TESTS  ON  INFANTS,  1965. 

Routine  hearing  tests  on  infants  are  done  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centres.  They  are  carried  out  on  infants  when  they 
reach  7 months  of  age,  or  as  soon  after  that  as  possible.  If  any 
infant  fails  these  routine  tests  of  hearing  on  two  occasions,  then 
arrangements  are  made  for  him  or  her  to  be  seen  by  Dr.  Fox  at 
the  Health  Department  for  further,  more  extensive  tests.  If, 
after  this,  he  or  she  is  still  thought  to  be  deaf,  the  case  is  referred 
to  Mr.  Jones,  the  E.N.T.  Specialist. 

It  is  hoped  that  all  mothers  will  take  advantage  of  this  new 
service  to  have  their  infants  tested  and  make  sure  whether  they 
can  hear  properly  or  not.

DENTAL  SERVICE. 

Report  by  the  Principal  Dental  Officer — ^Mr.  J.  R.  Tuxford,  L.D.S. 

Facilities  for  the  Dental  treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers,  and  for  pre-school  children,  continues  to  be  made 
available,  as  in  previous  years.  Treatment  is  carried  out  at 
the  Central  Dental  Clinic. 

The  demand  for  treatment  by  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  seems  to  have  been  less  in  this  year  than  in  1964. 
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Conversely,  more  pre-school  children  were  examined  than  in 
1964. 

It  is  our  intention  during  1966  to  attempt  to  inform  all 
expectant  mothers  who  register  with  the  local  authority 
maternity  services,  that  advice  and  treatment  is  available  at 
the  authority’s  dental  clinic,  should  they  desire  it.  In  this 
way  it  is  hoped  that  all  mothers  whether  they  think  they  require 
treatment  or  not,  are  free  to  attend. 

Dental  treatment  of  all  categories  is  made  available.  This 
includes  the  provision  of  dentures,  free  of  charge  to  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  up  to  the  child  being  one  year  of  age.

EIGHTLANDS  DAY  NURSERY. 

The  nursery  has  accommodation  for  25  children  under  the 
age  of  3 years.  It  is  open  Monday  to  Friday  from  7.0  a.m.  to 
6.0  p.m.  and  is  staffed  by  Matron,  two  Nursery  Assistants,  Cook, 
Kitchen  Helper,  Cleaner  and  a Laundress  (part-time).  When 
the  daily  attendance  exceeds  21,  matron  can  engage  temporary 
additional  help.

The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year  was  12,  as  against 
13  the  previous  year.  There  was  a falling  off  in  the  attendance 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  In  1965  a total  of  3,061 
attendances  was  made  compared  with  3,235  in  1964. 

During  1965  three  Nursery  School  student  teachers  worked  at 
the  Day  Nursery  as  part  of  their  training  for  the  N.N.E.B. 
qualification. 

The  charges  for  admission  remained  the  same  as  in  1964, 
i.e.,  a minimum  of  Is.  6d.  a day  and  a maximum  of  6s.  Od.  per 
day,  the  actual  amount  depending  on  the  circumstances  of  the 
applicant. 

The  nursery  is  maintained  by  the  Council  primarily  as  a 
social  service  for  those  in  need  of  it,  i.e.,  children  of  unmarried 
mothers,  widowed,  divorced  or  separated  mothers,  mothers  who 
have  to  go  into  hospital,  and  others.  Each  case  is  decided  on  its 
merits. 

A doctor  visits  the  Day  Nursery  to  give  advice  and  to  do 
vaccinations  and  immunisations  as  necessary. 


Mother  and  Baby  Homes. 

There  are  no  Mother  and  Baby  Homes  provided  by  the 
Council,  but  approval  was  given  for  7 unmarried,  expectant 
women  to  be  sent  to  homes  provided  by  religious  bodies,  payment 
being  made  by  the  authority. 


Illegitimate  Children. 

The  authority  does  not  employ  a Social  Worker  for  purposes 
of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2866.  The  mothers  are  visited  by 
the  Health  Visitors,  who  offer  advice  on  the  care  of  the  children 
and  on  the  services  available  to  them. 
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THE  DOMICILIARY  NURSING  SERVICES. 

I am  indebted  to  Miss  Iris  Alderson,  S.R.N.,  R.F.N., 
S.C.M.,  H.V.,  N.D.N.Cert.,  Q.N.,  Superintendent  Nursing 
Officer,  for  the  following  report  : — 

The  District  Midwives  carried  out  their  duties  with  cus- 
tomary efficiency  in  spite  of  the  frustrations  which  beset 
domiciliary  practice  to-day. 

Two  midwives  attended  and  benefitted  from  Refresher 
Courses,  obligatory  every  5 years.  The  niidwives  also 
organise  the  Local  Authority  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  and  their 
co-operation  with  the  General  Practitioners  in  their  clinics 
has  been  very  useful. 

In  November  Mrs.  Hammerton  retired  after  delivering 
3,000  babies  in  40  years  of  Midwifery.  A midwife  of  rare  skill 
and  ability,  she  is  irreplaceable,  as  she  takes  with  her  all  the 
years  of  knowledge  and  experience  gained  in  the  homes  of  the 
people  she  served  and  amongst  whom  she  moved  as  a respected 
and  trusted  nurse,  and  her  example  to  the  student  midwives 
whom  she  guided  through  their  early  uncertain  days.  In 
December,  Mrs.  Kirk  left  to  take  District  Training,  and  so  the 
staffing  situation  was  very  delicate  during  the  following 
weeks,  and  the  Superintendent,  working  very  long  hours 
by  day,  went  forth  into  the  night  also  during  peak  hours  of 
domiciliary  births. 

The  District  Nursing  Service,  which  required  a minimum 
complement  of  II  qualified  nurses  and  ancilary  help  for  bathing, 
was  depleted  by  one  nurse  during  most  of  the  year,  and  the 
service  remained  consistently  busy.  With  a large  proportion 
of  elderly  people  in  this  locality,  the  work  is  at  times  almost 
entirely  Geriatric,  and  most  of  the  nurses’  time  is  devoted 
to  the  care  of  the  elderly  bedfast  and  chronic  sick,  very  heavy 
and  time-consuming  work.  Help  from  relatives  is  always 
acceptable,  one  is  grateful  for  interest  shown  by  friends  and 
neighbours,  as  there  are  still  too  many  old  people  living  alone, 
who,  on  becoming  ill,  have  no  one  to  care  for  them  : they  need 
only  a spell  of  frost  to  accelerate  the  effects  of  advanced  years 
and  to  render  them  bedfast,  as  during  the  endless  winter  of 
1965/66.  The  geriatric  problem  remains  unsolved  as  ever 
with  the  waiting  period  for  admission  to  Hospital  and  Home 
irreducible  owing  to  inadequate  facilities. 

The  District  Nurses,  supported  by  the  Home  Help  and 
Night  Sitting  Services  attempt  to  keep  24hr.  coverage  on  the 
very  ill  and  bedfast  patients  living  alone,  but  in  the  hypothermic 
temperatures  of  some  of  the  cottages  and  bungalows  during 
a winter  such  as  the  last,  our  intentions  are  almost  defeated. 
Extremely  good  understanding  of  each  other’s  problems 
exists  between  the  Hospital  Geriatric  Units  and  local  authority 
staff,  but  this  does  not  alleviate  the  eternal  struggle  for  beds. 
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Our  Male  Nurses  continue  to  provide  a highly  valuable  ser- 
vice : they  have  the  use  of  two  Corporation  Mini  Cars,  whilst 
in  most  cases  the  female  nurses  have  bought  their  own  cars 
and  they  travel  many  miles  daily  : transport  is  half  the  battle 
in  district  nursing,  to  economise  on  time  and  fatigue  and  to 
carry  equipment,  and  above  all  to  arrive  at  a bedside  neither 
frozen  with  cold  nor  soaked  to  the  skin.  We  are  fortunate 
in  retaining  the  same  staff  for  many  years,  ensuring  a stability 
and  loyalty  within  the  service. 

Disposable  equipment  has  simplihed  many  procedures  : 
there  are  now  in  day  to  day  use  disposable  syringes,  gloves, 
enemata,  incontinence  pads  and  polythene  protective  sheet- 
ing, etc.,  but  with  the  development  of  centrally  heated  houses 
and  smokeless  zones  the  midwives  and  nurses  face  the  fresh 
problem  of  disposing  of  the  disposables  and  other  garbage  best 
destroyed  immediately.  Incontinence  pads  are  disposed  of  by 
the  householders  where  possible,  otherwise  collected  and  burnt 
in  the  local  authority’s  incinerator. 

The  number  of  Health  Visitors  decreased  by  one  during 
1965  on  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Milner  : she  was  for  ten  years 
Health  Visitor/School  Nurse  for  Chickenley  and  Earlsheaton, 
and  her  influence  and  wisdom  was  felt  widely  in  the  office  and 
homes  she  visited. 

Gratefully,  we  retain  the  skill  and  experience  of  the  re- 
maining 7 Health  Visitors  ; such  highly  qualified  ladies  are 
often  in  transit,  in  search  of  further  fields  and  senior  postings. 

Perhaps  because  of  the  prospect  of  a year’s  intensive 
study,  or  the  discrimination  of  the  Univerity  Selection  Board, 
who  reject  all  but  the  most  promising  candidates  offering 
themselves  for  further  training,  there  is  consequently  a general 
shortage  of  Health  Visitors. 

Our  Health  Visitors  are  familiar  hgures  in  their  districts, 
in  their  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  Schools,  and  recently  they  have 
all  been  attached  to  General  Practitioners  on  a part  time 
basis.  Owing  to  the  present  shortage  of  Health  Visitors  it 
has  been  impossible  to  attach  them  to  all  the  General  Practi- 
tioners who  wish  it.  This  is  regrettable  as  the  attachment 
scheme  appears  to  be  functioning  very  satisfactorily. 

In  the  field  of  preventative  medicine,  the  duties  of  the 
Health  Visitors  are  very  wide  and  varied,  and  range  from  the 
visiting  and  advising  of  ante-natal  women,  to  the  family  as 
a whole,  work  in  the  schools,  and  to  the  problems  of  the  elderly. 
They  pay  particular  attention  to  the  children  “at  risk’’  or 
handicapped,  or  deprived  and  problem  families.  The  Health 
Visitors  attempted  to  learn  Urdu  with  varying  success,  to 
facilitate  the  handling  of  the  immigrant  families  who  have 
settled  in  our  midst  with  a different  set  of  values  and 
difficulties. 
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The  School  Nurses  continue  to  give  valuable  support  to 
the  Health  Visitors,  with  their  work  in  the  schools,  not  to 
mention  the  unending  battle  with  parents  who  perpetuate 
verminous  conditions. 

Thus  the  Nursing  Services  remain  a very  busy  depart- 
ment ; at  times  it  would  seem  that  we  could  use  many  more 
pairs  of  hands,  and  some  days  are  never  quite  long  enough, 
but  I am  eternally  grateful  to  have  such  a splendid  team  of 
willing  and  experienced  nurses  who  work  well  together  and 
always  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  Dewsbury.

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These  790  immunisations  include  688  who  have  received 
triple  vaccine  in  three  doses  of  J c.c.  at  monthly  intervals. 
3 received  A.P.T.  and  99  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  combined. 
Private  doctors  immunised  151  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  (combined  prophylactic)  and  Tetanus. 

In  addition,  during  the  year  782  children  received  one 
single  boosting  dose  ; 440  of  these  children  were  between  6 and 
15  years  and  342  were  under  5 years. 

Since  1951  there  has  not  been  a single  notified  case  of 
diphtheria  and  this  fact  is  justification  for  the  ever  present 
campaign  for  diphtheria  immunisation.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

I am  indebted  to  Miss  Oldroyd,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  Sister 
Tutor’s  Dip.,  Health  Education  Organiser,  for  the  following 
account  of  the  work  during  the  year. 

All  members  of  the  staff  participate  in  this  work.  Films, 
lectures  and  literature  keep  us  abreast  of  current  progress. 

We  were  unfortunate  in  July,  1965,  in  loosing  the  services 
of  Miss  Fryer,  one  of  the  Health  Education  Organisers. 

Preparation  for  Parenthood. 

An  invitation  is  extended  to  all  expectant  mothers  in 
Dewsbury  and  expectant  mothers  in  surrounding  districts  who 
are  to  have  their  babies  in  one  or  other  of  the  local  hospitals.  It 
has  been  found  that  most  women  expecting  their  first  baby 
attend  and  the  number  of  other  mothers  is  increasing.  A course 
of  eight  weekly  classes  are  given,  these  include  personal  care 
during  pregnancy,  development  and  birth  of  the  baby  and  care 
of  the  new  born  baby.  Practical  instruction  is  given  in  controlled 
breathing  and  relaxation  techniques  in  preparation  for  labour. 
The  whole  course  is  supplemented  by  films,  leaflets  and  practical 
demonstrations.  Each  class  is  taken  on  a conducted  tour  of 
Moorlands  Maternity  Hospital  by  the  Matron,  to  whom  we  are 
deeply  grateful. 

Mothers  and  midwives  express  their  appreciation  of  these 
classes.  At  the  request  of  mothers  the  film  “To  Janet  a Son”  was 
shown  to  expectant  fathers.  This  was  followed  by  questions  and 
discussion. 

Posters  and  leaflets  have  been  used  by  Health  Visitors  in  the 
clinics  to  supplement  the  intruction  they  give.  A new  theme  is 
used  each  month.  Staff  from  Heinz,  Gerber  Foods  and  Sirdar 
Wools  have  attended  the  welfare  clinics  to  display  their  products 
and  answer  questions. 

Display  boards  in  the  town  and  Health  Department  have 
been  used  to  keep  the  public  aware  of  health  hazards.  Where 
possible  these  have  had  a current  theme,  e.g.  holidays,  sales. 

Shops  and  factories  have  been  supplied  with  posters  on 
request.  It  is  felt  that  this  method  of  educating  the  public  could 
be  extended  if  tlie  staff  situation  improves. 

Once  again  we  had  a stand  in  the  Town  Hall  on  the  occasion 
of  the  local  authority’s  “Welcome  to  Citizenship”  evening.  This 
was  visited  by  members  of  the  public,  including  school  children, 
on  the  following  day. 

Talks  have  been  given  to  all  organisations  who  have  asked 
for  our  services.  These  are  always  greatly  appreciated  as  many 
people  are  unaware  of  the  extent  of  the  work  done  in  the  health 
department. 
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The  school  health  education  programme  has  continued,  full 
details  are  given  in  the  annual  report  of  the  “School  Health 
Service”.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  staff  of  the  schools,  posters 
have  been  displayed.  These  are  changed  at  frequent  intervals. 
In  the  secondary  schools  priority  has  been  given  to  smoking  .and 
health,  and  in  the  primary  schools  to  dental  health. 

Visitors  to  the  Health  Department,  as  part  of  their  training 
programme,  are  always  welcome.  These  have  included  student 
health  visitors,  pupil  midwives,  student  teachers  and  school 
children  and  Commonwealth  teachers  and  administrators.  Help 
has  also  been  given  to  students  whose  training  has  included  some 
project  work  involving  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.  This 
is  increasing  as  more  children  remain  at  school  to  study  for  the 
C.S.E.  examination. 

A course  of  lectures  on  “Home  Nursing”,  was  given  to  girls 
who  were  preparing  for  the  “Duke  of  Edinburgh  Award”. 


V.D.  Visiting  and  Sociai  Work. 

The  Council  joins  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council  in 
providing  the  services  of  a V.D.  Social  Worker  who  is  centred 
at  Dewsbury  General  Hospital  Treatment  Centre.

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HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

1965  saw  the  inauguration  of  an  entirely  new  idea — the 
Minor  Services  for  the  Elderly.  This  was  developed  due  to  the 
fact  that  so  many  elderly  people  were  known  to  be  in  need  of  a 
daily  visit  for  assistance  with  lighting  fires,  preparation  of  meals, 
shopping  and  pension  collecting,  or  any  other  small  chores,  and 
who  had  to  rely  on  occasional  visits  from  neighbours  or  relatives. 

The  original  plan  was  for  three  patients  to  be  allocated  to 
each  Helper,  working  9 a.m.  to  12  noon  from  Monday  to  Friday, 
who  would  call  daily  to  see  what  help  was  required.  To  save 
travelling  time,  it  was  necessary  that  each  set  of  patients  should 
live  within  fairly  reasonable  distance  of  each  other. 

23  Helpers  started  work  on  January  4th,  and  68  patients 
from  a waiting  list  of  90,  were  to  be  visited  daily.  Unfortunately 
in  the  first  weeks  some  of  these  Helpers  resigned  (one  working 
for  one  day  only)  reducing  the  stall  to  18  by  the  end  of  April. 
These  disturbances  naturally  distressed  the  patients  involved  and 
created  great  administrative  difficulties,  as  many  changes  had  to 
be  made  in  the  work  programmes  because  of  these  resignations, 
and  also  because  of  other  reasons  such  as  the  admission  of  patients 
to  hospital  or  hostel,  deaths,  removals  and  rehousing.  In  addi- 
tion, new  patients  requiring  immediate  help  were  and  will 
always  be  a very  real  problem. 

In  April  a further  15  Helpers  were  appointed  and  much  of 
the  work  was  re-allocated;  again  arose  the  problem  of  resigna- 
tions, but  gradually  the  Service  recovered  from  its  initial  teething 
troubles  and  has  now  become  a useful  addition  to  the  Home 
Help  Service. 

Modifications  in  the  duties  of  the  Minor  Service  Helpers  have 
been  essential — sickness  of  staff,  holiday  periods,  changes  of 
circumstances  of  patients,  etc.,  have  made  it  necessary  for  all 
Helpers  to  be  readily  transferable  to  a different  area  at  very  short 
notice,  and  also  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  employ  them  as 
Home  Helps  at  times  (i.e.  to  attend  one  patient  only  per  day  and 
carry  out  normal  domestic  duties)  when  their  own  daily  patients 
had  reduced  from  three  a day  to  none,  due  to  the  reasons  men- 
tioned above. 

This  service  is  of  great  help  to  patients  who  are  either 
temporarily  or  permanently  bedfast,  as  they  are  now  certain  of 
a daily  visit  and  consequently  feel  far  less  worried  and  insecure 
as  they  no  longer  have  to  depend  on  casual  visits  from  neighbours 
or  relatives.  Many  of  the  patients  have  said  that  the  daily  visit 
is  worth  its  weight  in  gold”,  and  one  patient  commented  that 
she  felt  as  though  “someone  does  care  about  me  after  all”. 

It  would  appear  that  from  the  patients’  point  of  view,  which 
is  of  great  importance,  the  Minor  Service  for  the  Elderly  is  as 
valuable  and  as  much  appreciated  as  the  Home  Help  Service. 
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With  regard  to  the  Home  Help  Service,  it  will  be  noted  that 
there  has  been  the  inevitable  rise  in  the  number  of  old  people 
attended  during  1965,  which  means  that  there  has  been  an 
equally  inevitable  reduction  in  the  amount  of  help  allotted  to 
them,  as  it  is  not  possible  to  accommodate  new  patients  without 
this  reduction  of  time  to  long  standing  cases.  Many  of  the 
patients  are  quite  well  able  to  perform  light  duties  and  therefore 
help  is  sent  to  them  for  the  harder  tasks,  such  as  washing  floors, 
cleaning  windows,  etc. 

There  was  a certain  amount  of  resentment  felt  by  the  Home 
Helps  towards  the  Minor  Service  Helpers  when  the  latter  service 
was  started,  as  they  were  under  the  impression  that  they  were 
being  employed  more  in  the  capacity  of  cleaners  whilst  the  Minor 
Service  Helpers  were  enjoying,  as  one  Home  help  said  “ladies 
lives”.  This  slight  misunderstanding  has  now  been  rectified  and 
both  services  appear  to  be  working  together  satisfactorily.

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  cases  referred  from 
hospital  after  in-patient  treatment  appears  to  be  rather  a small 
proportion  of  the  whole.  Without  a word  of  explanation  this 
might  be  taken  to  indicate  that  liaison  with  the  hospital  was  poor 
and  that  many  patients  were  discharged  without  having  accepted 
after  care.  This  would  be  a wrong  inference.  In  fact,  liaison  with 
the  hospital  has  been  very  good  and  the  figure  rather  reflects  the 
modern  emphasis  on  short-term  treatment  and  if  necessary  re- 
admission, rather  than  the  patient  having  a prolonged  stay  in 
hospital  and  as  a consequence  losing  touch  with  his  normal  home 
environment.  Frequently  a patient  is  admitted  to  the  psychiatric 
hospital  for  observation  or  treatment  and  discharged  home  again 
with  a reference  to  the  Mental  Health  Department  for  his  after- 
care within  so  short  a time  that  his  case  has  remained  “open”. 
In  such  a case  the  statistics  would  show  the  first  referral  only.  It 
would  not,  of  course  be  proper  to  show  one  case  with  two  referrals 
unless  care  had  ceased  to  be  provided  in  the  meantime. 

Co-operation  with  Storthes  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Psychia- 
tric Unit  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Huddersfield,  has  continued  to 
be  helped  by  the  regular  case  conferences  held  at  the  hospital  and 
attended  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers.  Periodic  meetings  of  a 
more  general  character  have  also  been  held  at  the  hospital  which 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  from  the  surrounding  areas  have  attend- 
ed. Common  problems  have  been  discussed  at  these  and  the 
general  running  of  the  Services  have  benefitted  accordingly. 

Day  to  day  co-operation  with  other  departments  of  the 
Authority  and  also  with  other  social  work  agencies  such  as  the 
Probation  Service,  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  etc.,  have  been  particularly 
close.  A Mental  Welfare  Officer  also  attends  the  regular  meetings 
of  the  Problem  Families  Committee  where  these  other  agencies 
are  represented. 

In  October,  two  films  concerning  psychiatric  topics  were 
shown  at  the  Health  Department  before  an  invited  audience  of 
professionally  interested  people.  Dr.  N.  V.  Wilkinson,  Consultant 
Psychiatrist  introduced  the  films  and  afterwards  dealth  with 
questions  and  led  the  subsequent  discussion. 

The  out-patient  clinics  in  the  area  have  extended  in  scope 
and  each  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  now  attends  and  assists 
the  Consultant  concerned.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  Dr.  E.  P. 
Cadogan  who  has  worked  in  the  area  for  some  years  in  the 
capacity  of  Senior  Plospital  Medical  Officer  was,  during  the  year, 
appointed  to  Consultant  status.  He  now  has  a regular  clinic  at 
the  Dewsbury  General  Hospital  in  addition  to  the  two  clinics  held 
by  Dr.  N.  V.  Wilkinson.  This  increase  in  the  Consultant  services 
has  had  the  effect  of  reducing  the  waiting  time  for  new  patients 
to  be  seen  and  also  has  resulted  in  more  domiciliary  work  being 
possible.  In  this  connection,  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have 
given  frequent  assistance,  often  accompanying  the  Consultant 
on  domiciliary  consultations. 

The  staff  of  M.W.O’s  has  remained  static  throughout  the 
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year  and  this  has  helped  to  make  the  case  work  undertaken  more 
effective.  So  much  of  the  help  given  is  not  tangible  but  depends 
on  the  establishment  of  a personal  relationship.  These  relation- 
ships are  facilitated  by  stable  staff  conditions. 

The  community  care  of  the  mentally  subnormal  has  been 
considerably  helped  by  the  co-operation  of  the  consultant  special- 
ising in  subnormality,  Dr.  A.  J.  Ralston  who  has  been  most  ready 
to  advise  and  help  on  particular  cases  either  by  seeing  the  patient 
at  home  or  at  his  out-patient  clinic  at  Oulton  Hall  Hospital. 
Once  again,  places  in  hospitals  for  the  subnormal  were  provided 
for  the  short-term  care  of  several  young  people,  thereby  giving 
the  parents  a few  weeks  free  from  their  care. 

There  have  been  no  patients  taken  into  guardianship  during 
the  year  and  these  provisions  remain  as  yet  unused  in  the  area. 

Training  Centres. 

The  above  tables  show  the  numbers  attending  the  Junior 
and  Adult  Training  Centres  at  the  end  of  the  year.  There  was 
only  one  staff  change,  Mrs.  Clay  leaving  in  July.  A temporary 
assistant  was  appointed  and  a new  permanent  assistant  will 
commence  work  in  her  place  early  next  year. 

So  far  as  the  Junior  Centre  is  concerned,  the  usual  pro- 
gramme of  constructive  activity  and  instruction  was  followed 
and  the  social  activities  which  have  now  become  an  inseparable 
part  of  the  Centre’s  life  were  also  enjoyed.  These,  which  are 
largely  the  result  of  the  co-operation  of  the  parents  with  the 
staff  through  the  Parent -Teacher  Association,  consisted  of  an 
outing  to  Morecambe,  a harvest  festival,  a trip  to  the  pantomime 
and  the  usual  Christmas  parties.  In  some  of  these  the  trainees 
from  the  Adult  section  also  joined. 

Work  for  the  adults,  as  in  previous  years,  came  mainly  from 
Messrs’  Birkby’s  of  Liversedge.  Although  there  was  rather  more 
diversity  in  the  type  of  work,  the  over  all  volume  has  decreased 
and  there  is  a constant  search  for  new  sources  of  suitable  work. 
In  November,  arrangements  were  made  with  Messrs.  Brammer 
Belting  Ltd.  of  Leeds,  for  the  assembling  of  link  mats  and  this 
has  provided  a most  valuable  addition,  being  work  that  is 
particularly  suited  to  the  ability  of  the  trainees. 

Again  this  year  there  have  been  a number  of  visits  from 
people  in  associated  professions  and  from  students  and  others 
contemplating  training  for  work  in  Centres.  Two  students  from 
the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health  training  course  at 
Sheffield  spent  periods  of  six  weeks  each  on  practical  work  at  the 
Centre  during  the  Summer. 

Residential  Accommodation. 

It  is  disappointing  to  have  to  record  that  the  hostel  for  sub- 
normal adults  in  Burgh  Mill  Lane  is  still  not  ready  for  occupation. 
At  the  time  of  writing,  work  on  the  near-completed  building  is  at 
a standstill  as  a result  of  the  main  contractor’s  inability  to 
complete  his  contract.  It  is  hoped  that  work  will  soon  be  resumed 
and  that  it  will  be  possible  to  report  next  year  that  the  hostel 
has  come  into  use.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1965. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the 

County  Borough  of  Dewsbury. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  con- 
sideration my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  Department  for  the  year  ended  3Ist  December,  1965. 
The  report  is  again  on  similar  lines  to  my  previous  reports  in 
which  I have  attempted  to  summarise  under  their  respective 
headings  the  conditions  prevailing  in  all  sections  of  the  duties  set 
out  in  the  Public  Health  Offices  Regulations,  1959,  other  than 
Public  Cleansing. 

The  Thornhill  Smoke  Control  Order,  1965,  was  confirmed  by 
the  Minister  on  22nd  June,  1965,  and  work  of  adaptation  appears 
to  be  proceeding  smoothly.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  more  and 
more  people  are  accepting  gas  appliances  in  preference  to  solid 
fuels.  This  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  these  appliances  are 
labour  saving  and  instant  warmth  is  obtained  in  the  room  where 
such  appliances  are  installed.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  much 
enthusiasm  for  the  electric  thermal  storage  type  of  heater  at  the 
present  time.  It  would  appear  that  more  and  more  people  are 
accepting  Smoke  Control  now  as  a necessity  rather  than  some- 
thing which  has  been  introduced  by  a “group  of  eccentrics”. 

Further  guidance  on  the  payment  of  grants  in  Smoke  Control 
Areas  were  given  by  the  Ministry  in  Circular  51/56  and  I am 
pleased  to  say  that  my  estimates  are  well  within  the  figures 
recommended. 

New  Building  Regulations  were  introduced  and  became 
operative  on  the  1st  February,  1966,  and  concern  my  Depart- 
ment chiefly  in  relation  to  new  drainage  works.  These  Regula- 
tions revoke  the  Local  Building  Byelaws  and  it  would  appear 
that  the  change  has  been  necessary  due  to  new  building  tech- 
niques and  also  to  achieve  uniformity  in  application  throughout 
the  country  as  a whole. 

The  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  Offices,  Shops  & Rail- 
way Premises  Act  was  concluded  this  year  but  owing  to  staff 
shortages,  it  was  not  until  September  that  an  Inspector  was  able 
to  devote  full  time  attention  to  this  most  important  duty.  A 
special  request  from  the  Minister  required  the  taking  of  light 
measurements  during  the  month  of  November,  the  results  to  be 
forwarded  to  him  together  with  the  first  Annual  report.  The 
information  obtained  from  these  visits  and  surveys  shows  that 
there  is  a necessity  for  improvement  in  relation  to  natural  light- 
ing, general  re-decoration  of  premises  (in  offices)  and  additional 
sanitary  and  washing  facilities.  Enforcement  of  the  Act  is  being 
accomplished  without  much  difficulty  at  the  present  time. 
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Once  again  staff  shortages  caused  some  concern  when  a 
further  Inspector  left  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  another 
Authority,  leaving  3 vacancies  within  the  Department.  It  was 
not  until  the  salaries  for  Public  Health  Inspectors  were  amended 
from  A.P.T.  Ill  to  A.P.T.  IV,  that  the  vacancies  were  filled.  Mr. 
R.  Wilson,  Student  Public  Health  Inspector,  qualified  in  Decem- 
ber and  was  appointed  as  an  Inspector  forthwith,  bringing  the 
establishment  of  the  Department  up  to  full  strength,  a second 
student  being  appointed  in  October. 

Rodent  Control  work  became  seriously  interupted  when  Mr. 
F.  Firth  had  to  enter  hospital  to  receive  surgical  treatment.  In 
addition  to  this  setback,  it  was  interesting  to  note  that  the  mouse 
population  was  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  control  with 
Warfarin  and  several  experiments  with  stronger  bait  were  carried 
out  with  some  degree  of  success.  Eventually  it  was  necessary  to 
revert  to  the  direct  poisoning  method  by  the  use  of  Zinc  Phos- 
phide. 

The  sampling  of  raw  milk  continues  and  the  incidence  of 
Brucellosis  appears  to  be  increasing  slightly  according  to  results 
of  samples  taken.  In  the  absence  of  legislation  to  control  animals 
affected  with  the  condition,  all  milk  from  herds  or  individual 
cows  is  sent  for  Heat  Treatment  until  such  times  as  negative 
results  are  forthcoming  or  the  affected  animal  is  slaughtered. 

Staff  shortages  curtailed  the  activities  of  the  Department, 
which  inevitably  means  that  routine  inspections  are  not  made  as 
frequently  as  is  desirable.  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees  for  their 
help  and  support  throughout  the  year  and  also  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  his  most  valued  support.  I wish  to  record 
my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  Inspectors,  clerks  and  workmen  for  the 
excellent  way  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties.

During  1965,  there  were  108  samples  taken  for  chemical 
analysis,  of  which  103  were  reported  genuine  and  5 adulterated, 
giving  a percentage  adulteration  of  4-6%,  and  68  visits  were 
made  by  the  Inspectors  for  the  purpose  of  taking  these  samples.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Within  the  County  Borough  of  Dewsbury,  100  per  cent,  meat 
inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  took  place  at  the  three 
private  slaughterhouses.  The  District  Public  Health  Inspectors 
maintain  Sunday  meat  inspection  at  one  of  the  slaughterhouses 
by  working  a rota  duty. 

During  1965,  697  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouses, 
and  4 tons,  8 cwts.  0 qr.  6 lbs.  of  meat  and  offal  were  condemned 
and  destroyed  as  being  unfit  for  food.  1,541  cattle,  72  cows,  28 
calves,  6,918  sheep  and  5,322  pigs  were  slaughtered  within  the 
County  Borough,  but  no  horses.  This  Department  collects  and 
disposes  of  by  incineration  all  offals  and  small  quantities  of  meat 
which  the  occupiers  of  the  slaughterhouses  surrender,  but  any 
carcase  found  to  be  unfit  for  food  is  dyed  by  the  Inspectors  before 
being  sold  to  manufacturers  of  non-edible  products.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Rats  and  Mice. 

Disinfestation  of  all  types  of  premises  has  continued  during 
the  year.  As  in  previous  years,  dwellinghouses  and  Corporation 
premises  are  treated  free  of  charge,  whilst  business  premises  are 
charged  for  labour  and  materials  used  plus  administration  costs. 

Two  comprehensive  treatments  were  given  to  the  Corpora- 
tion Sewers  within  the  Borough,  the  labour  being  supplied  by 
the  Borough  Engineer.  In  addition  to  this,  10%  of  the  remaining 
sewers  were  also  test  baited.

As  in  previous  years,  all  insect  and  kindred  pests  were  dealt 
with  by  spraying  and  fumigating  with  the  most  up-to-date 
insecticides,  and  this  proved  satisfactory.  Verminous  clothing 
and  beddings  are  treated  by  steam  disinfestation  at  the 
Municipal  Buildings. 

33  houses,  with  a total  of  98  rooms,  have  been  treated  and 
7,838  articles  of  bedding,  clothing  and  furniture  were  disinfested.
